WASHINGTON (IP - President 
Eisenhower today interrupted 
a 
four-day vacation at his Gettys 
burg, Pa., farm to confer here 
with Australian 
Prim e Minister 
Robert G. Menzies on the Suez 
crisis. 
The President was expected to 
ask Menzies for the A ustralian’s 
personal views on the Suez Canal 
situation 
and

East. 
Menzies 
headed the five- 
nation committee that failed to get 
Nasser to negotiate on the Ameri­ 
can plan for internationalizing the 
canal. 
Mr. Eisenhower planned to leave 
Gettysburg by plane after spend- i 
ing the early part of the day relax­ 
ing at his farm. 
He planned to ! 
return by nightfall. 
The Eisenhower-Menzies meeting 
v as set against a background of 
a newly-clarified American posi­ 
tion on Suez. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles told a jammed news con­ 
ference Thursday. 
The United States would join the 
proposed 
“ users 
associations” 
even if only Britain and France 
took part. But he said—emphasiz­ 
ing he could not speak for other 
nations—the United States does not 
intend “ to shoot its way through 
the canal.” 
He said if Egypt blocks U. S. 
ships from the canal, the vessels 
will be sent around the Cape of 
Good Hope. 
He said he hoped 
other nations would do likewise. 
Dulles’ alternative had many of 
the earm arks of the U. S. airlift 
that broke the Communist block­ 
ade of Berlin.

Russra to be sure, but devoutly 
anxious to lift up the disease-torn

the West.

a1, not only believed this but were 
so 
firmly 
convinced that 
they 
painstakingly and patiently tried 
to 
sell the idea 
to the British. 
They were even hurt, puzzled and 
irritated when the British refused 
IOO per cent fo believe. 
ENGLAND’S SPLIT POLICY 
To some extent the British did 
believe; but their belief resulted 
not so much from American per­ 
suasion but from the split policy 
of the British foreign office which 
always plays part of the empire’s 
poker chips on the Arabs, part on 
the non-Arabs in the Middle East 
The British knew, at least in a 
general 
sort of way, 
that while 
Colonel Nasser was sweet- talking 
his agents were undermining the 
empire all over Africa and Asia. 
They were stirring up trouble in 
British Somaliland, inciting revolt 
in Tanganyika countriving to get 
Glubb Pasha kicked out of Jordan 
as head of the Arab Legion, try­ 
ing to woo King Saud of Saudi
